B-29'S CAN CARRY 10 TONS OF BOMBS 
AND AT LEAST 8,000 GALLONS OF FUEL 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(7)—A Superfortress can carry 


at least ten tons of bombs 


The Army Air Forces revealed this today in announcing 
that a B-29 would be on exhibition at Washington this weekend. 

With the plane will be shown supplies and equipment, in- 
eluding a “bomb load showing the largest load carried so far 
by a B-29, Forty 500-pound bombs,” the announcement said. 

The gasoline load of the plane “will be demonstrated by 
160 50-gallon drums,” the AAF said. This would indicate that 
the gasoline load of the giant plane is at least 8,000 gallons. 

On November 3, the 20th Air Force announced that a mis- 
sion of B-29’s hitting Rangoon, Burma, from bases in India, 
carried “the largest bomb loads per airplane so far known to 
have been lifted in aerial warfare.”

PARIS, Friday, Nov. 24.—-(AP)—French tanks had broken 
into Strasbourg on the Rhine in an 18-mile sweep today that

PLANNING MARRIAGE 

“Take my picture. I’m gonna 
get married as soon as.I get outa 
the hospital. We'll need this to 
show the kiddies a few years from 
now.” Then he hobbled past on 
crutches, His right leg was gone. 

Another man marched into the 
mess hall: He was walking on two 
artificial legs. He had just learned 
to use them. He was proud be- 
cause hé could at last walk with- 
out crutches. Last year on Thanks- 
giving Day he had spent the after- 
noon walking along a beach in the 
Solomon Islands. He had both 
“his” legs then. Now he walked 
on man-made legs. But he walked 
without crutches He was proud.

But they are the very crux of the 
effort to give Georgia modern, progressive 
government. If they are not included in 
the proposed revision, the people will— 
and with full justification—reject the 
whole issue. |

citizens—all three of these important ques- 
tions was decided by only 15 or 16 mem- 
bers. All, in short, were rejected in the 
absence of such outstanding proponents of 
progressive government as Senate Presi- 
dent Frank Gross, Sen. Jeff Pope, Rep.

Jimmy Carmichael and Hamilton Holt.

We Fight With Money 


All through this war we have fought 
with money when’ we could. 


Gen. Eisenhower is doing that now. 
Despite the weakness of the Allied supply 
position, he has launched not one but 
several tremendous materiel-consuming 
drives at the moment of greatest weakness 
in supply. 


The work of many days is consumed 


in one big-gun barrage. When Gen. Eisen-

us Gov. Arnall will be unfair to himself 
and to the people of Georgia unless he 
makes some effort to get the commission 
to reconsider its action in rejecting these 
three reforms. 


The people, admittedly belatedly, have 
become worked up over the redrafting of 
a document which has been of such vital 
concern to them all along. 


They would like to. see the Goyernor 


call another meeting of the redrafters. 


They would like to see all 23 of the mem- 
bers of the commission in attendance at 
every meeting. And they would like to 
see a recorded vote of those who refuse to 
give the people a chance to say “yea” or 
“nay” on three reforms which for so long 
have been indicated. e 


Georgians, for the first time in nearly 
80 years, have an opportunity ‘to modern- 
ize the constitution under which our state 
government operates. Another such op- 
portunity may well not come again in our 
lifetime. It will be a real tragedy if we 
fail to take every advantage of it while we 
can. 7

Tuberculosis 


Editor Constitution: I read 
your column of November 18, on 
cancer. I think it is very informa- 
tive and offers good advice.- Why 
not, or maybe I should say, will 
you do the same on another of our 
great maladies: Tuberculosis? 

Much, very much, depends on 
early diagnosis in this disease 
also. Records show that a great 
majority of the cases are past the 
primary stage, the stage in which 
95 per cent of the cases are cur- 
able. One’s chances for full re- 
covery falls off appreciably with 
the advancing disease. 

Indeed, one may have a far- 
advanced tuberculosis and con- 
tribute the symptoms to something 
else. I myself had a far-advanced 
case and visited two doctors, who 
were unable to diagnose my case 
with a stethoscope. X-ray is the 
only absolutely reliable method. 
It was not until I had a hem- 
morhage and then X-rayed that I 
found out I had tuberculosis. 

TB is usually associated with 
poor, undernourished people and 


while undernourishment does con- 
tribute to the disease, it is no re- 
specter of persan.

They Won on Tech 


From France comes a letter with the infor- 

mation that Mr. William Anderson Alexander; for 

| 25 years head coach at Georgia Tech, where he 

reported, in short pants, as a junior student many years before that, 
has been given the degree of “Doctor of Propaganda.”

security Tax To Be Frozen? 


(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 


; Sen. Vandenberg has introduced a bill 
Washington Post calling for a fourth “freezing” of social 
security pay roll taxes at existing levels. We heartily indorse his 
suggestion that this whole pay roll question should be referred for 
study and recommendation to the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Internal Revenue with an advisory committee of outside experts. 
However, we doubt the desirability of again postponing the project- 
ed increase in pay roll levies that is to come into effect January 1. 


Sen. Vandenburg says that the social Secutity Act apparently 
looks to iimiting the old-age insurance reserve to not more than 
three times the highest prospective annual benefits in the ensuing 
five years, in accordance with the so-called Morgenthau rule. On 
that basis it is estimated that the old-age reserve fund is already 
much larger than it need be. However, these computations fail to 
take account of the long-run cost of the system. For example, 
Chairman Altmeyer of the Social Security Board believes that ulti- 
mately the disbursements on old-age insurance account may amount 
to from 15 to 20 times present annual disbursements, owing to sharp 
increases in costs resulting4rom the growing percentage of the aged 
in the population and increasing amounts of benefits payable per 
person. Consequently the levies currently exacted from employers 
and employes fall far short of the amounts needed to make the old- 
age insurance system self-sustaining; i. e., to put it in“position to 
meet its obligations to the insured without calling upon the gov- 
ernment for contributions at some time in the future. Even with a 
2 per cent pay roll levy, the long-run costs of the present system 


will not be covered, if Chairman Altmeyer's estimates are corrects 


That being the case, the arguments in favor of another postpone- 
ment of the Impending increases seem extremely weak. 


; : Again congress is confronting the ques- 
Birmingham News tion of the social. security tax rate. It 
‘is now 1 per cent each for employers and employes. Under the law 
the rate for each would automatically be advanced to 2 per cent 
next January 1, unless contrary action were taken. That advance 
was originally scheduled to have taken place several years ago. But 
the present rate has consistently provided what are estimated to be 


safely adequate funds for current payments and reserves. So each 


year since the raise was first due to have gone into effect it has 
been deferred. 


The same conditions will prevail. There still are sufficient 
reserves in the social security backlog to meet requirements and 
reasonable contingencies. Under the circumstances, it continues 
sound policy to retain the present tax rate. There are much more 
urgent needs for tax moneys. And it is in the interest of meeting 
the problems of reconversion and expanding our peacetime economy 
as rapidly as possible to hold down, and even reduce, taxes where 
such action is feasible. 


Congress will do well, then, to authorize again the maintenance 
of the 1 per cent social security tax rate. 

There seems little doubt that it will be continued. With re- 
serves what they now are, with tax needs so great in other fields, 
and with taxpayers so strongly favoring any reasonable reduction 
of their obligation, it would be, in our opinion, prejudicial to the 
social security system in general to permit this particular levy to 
be doubled just now.

curity tax rate for 1945 should be squelched. 


The inflated war incomes of both employes and employers can 
meet the increase of the tax rate from the current 1 per cent to 2 
per cent next year without any great hardshipd . 


Chairman Altmeyer of the Social Security Board has estimated 
that the disbursements from the old-age insurance fund in a few 
years will be as much as 20 times larger than the present annual 
expenditures. If this estimate is only half correct, then the reserve 
that has been built up is far short of a self-sustaining fund. 


Altmeyer’s estimate is reasonable in view of the increasing per 
cent of the old-age group in the total population. Also, it is hard 
to see how society can continue to refuse to extend old-age benefits 
to the millions of domestic, independently employed, and farm work- 
ers. Those who will keep on opposing this extension would find 
comfort, support, and argument in a fund too small to meet the 
requirements. For these reasons, the tax should be allowed to double 
January 1, as provided by law, but it should not be pegged perma- 
nently at 2 per cent,

“Our soldiers,” he said, “must 
have the fighting spirit. If you 
call that hating our enemies, then 
we must hate with every fiber of 
our being} We must lust for bat- 
tle; our object in life must be to 
kill; we must scheme and plan 
night and day to kill. 

“There need be no pangs of con- 
science, for our enemies have 
lighted the way to faster, surer 
and crueller killing. Since killing 
is the object of our efforts, the 
soonor we get in the killing mood, 
the better and more skillful we 
shall be when the real test comes 
. +» It.is the avowed purpose of 


the Army to make killers of’ all 


of you.” . 

’ The speech was made just be- 
fore our invasion of North Africa, 
when the war still seemed unreal 
to many of our people, and the 
general receeived a flood of pro- 
testing letters. 

Their meaning could have been 
boiled down to this: “I didn’t 
raise by boy to be a killer. He 
has always been kind and good. 
I know he must be a soldier and 
use a gun, but why must he be 
taught to hate?” 

The answer is that you can’t 
kill a man you love, or one who 
seems a nice fellow. You hesitate, 
and in that moment of indecision 
he has a bayonet in your abdomen, 
for he is a killer, trained to take 
merciless advantage of every 
weakness. 

Our boys are taught to hate, and 
to be as cunning and cruel as pre- 
datory animals, because it greatly 
increases their chance of survival. 
Replacements, thrown into the 
western front with only nine 
months of training, often fell or 
came back as casualties within 24 
hours. To cut these losses, new 
men are now held back of the 
front for additional training—to 
learn the Hun’s newest battle 
tricks, and learn to hate the killers 
they must kill. 

Your boy must be as savage as 
a hungry wolf that pursues its 
prey regardless of heat or cold, 
soaking rain or blinding snow: 
making use of every cover: using 
every crafty trick: with no 
thought for anything but the 
merciless lust to kill. Only thus 
can he survive.

Victory Hopes 
Are Soaring Again 


WASHINGTON.—Hopes are again soaring 
that the war in Europe may end by Christmas 
pabeee: or soon thereafter. 

There is no longer any doubt that the present.drive of Allied 
armies on the western front is the real thing. Gen. Eisenhower is 
obviously making a determined effort to bring matters to a de- 
cision. Even the Germans admit as much. Recent Nazi broadcasts 
from Berlin have been the most forlorn since Gen, Patton's armored 
divisions went charging through France, 

“Despite the note of caution sounded in official quarters, some 
of our military leaders admit privately that the prospects of an 
early victory are in the air. 

The odds in favor of early success appear to be definitely on 
our side. We have an unquestioned superiority in men, arms and 
material. Germany has Ititle or none of the great reserve power 
held by the Allies. Our air power is of overwhelming proportions. 

The two great immediate barriers British and American forces 
must overcome to gain an early victory are the weather and the 
Rhine river. We are already on the Rhine, but winter with its mud 
and snow is upon us, 

Only some 35 to 50 miles east of the Rhine lies the center of 
Germany's heavy industry. That constitutes the heart of Nazi in- 
dustrial power. Once we are able to cross the Rhine and cut this 
heart out, the end of the war is in sight. Ger y will be through 
then—finished. The war might still linger on, but further resist- 
ance, it is believed, would be largely of the guerrilla type. 

If the breaks go our way, competent authorities feel that the 
war in Europe could end within the next six to eight weeks. 

Otherwise, the conflict may drag on for some months and may 
extend well into 1945. 

Even the most optimistic of our military men warn, however, 
that we must not expect in the immediate future any of the great 
sweeping gains of 25 to 50 miles a day recorded by Patton's forces 
after the break-through on the Normandy peninsula. Germany is 
expected to put up the stiffest kind of resistance protecting her 
boundaries, which means that the going will be tough in the early 
stages. 

But if we are able to cross the Rhine and crash through the 
Saar region without too much delay, most of the German natural 
barriers will be behind us and the road to Berlin should be wide 
open. 


Russian Successes 


Another factor in the possible early end- 
of the war is the drive the Russians are 
The Red army heretofore has 
made some of its most striking gains in winter. Tied down in Poland 
for some months, the Russians will be ready to launch a new offen- 
sive as soon as winter casts a new mantle of ice to firm the terrain, 

Before many days, therefore, the Germans should find them- 
selves faced with what are intended as final blews from two direc: 
tions. It is difficult to see how they can stand up against the 
asasult. 

Peace by the end of the year is not altogether an .ephemeral 
thing. It well might be, if we get the breaks. The weather may 
have a lot to do with it. 

After the downfall of Germany, then what? Marshal Stalin has 
moved a little closer to confirming an idea many informed persons 
have had for a long time about the likelihood of Russian inter 
vention against Japan, once the Nazis are taken off his neck. His 
denunciation of the Japanese as an aggressor nation recently was 
not without meaning. 

But whether Russia joins the United States and British in the 
Pacific war or not, Japanese leaders now know the country is licked. 
What we did to their fleet in the Philippines battle was the final 
evidence. 

And so when Germany falls there is a growing feeling that the 
Japs, too, will be ready to surrender. Our government leaders are 
not saying so openly, but they regard such prospects as far from 
fantastic. 

By surrendering before the full force of our air power is brought 
into play against the country, Jap leaders realize that they would 
at least be able to salvage their cities and industries from the 
war’s toll. If they continue to fight, thei? industrial centers will 
be leveled. Certainly they can, have no further hope of victory. 

Thus it seems not too much to hope that the wholé bloody 
business can be over before many months. Peace by the middle 
of 1945 may not be an idle dream. It could come sooner.

Income: Tax 
Democratic? 


NEW YORK.—From the very 
beginning, all arguments in favor 
of the federal income tax have 
emphasized its “democratic” char- 
acter; All opposition to the tax 
itself, to the more and more con- 
fiscatory revenue acts, and. to 
their oppressive administration by 
the Treasury, has been hooted 
down without reasonable hearing. 


In the sense that democracy 
means the rule of the majority or 
a manipulated minority without 
regard for the rights of others, the 
tax is truly democratic. Its op- 
pressive character is manifest in 
the burdensome weight of this tax 
that is carried by the few million 
individuals who, in normal times, 
pay it all, and again in the load 
carried by a few populous and 
wealthy states for the benefit ‘of 
the many. 

The propaganda for democracy 
has been strident and persistent in 
the years of the Roosevelt rule 
and apparently most of our peo- 
ple think democracy means free- 
dom and think that is what Mrs. 
Roosevelt has in mind when she 


Pharps on the word. 


Within the last year, the editor 
of an important southern paper, 
Democratic, of course, said de- 
mocracy meant the same thing as 
the Republican system and indi- 
cated that he would like to end 
discussion of possible differences. 

The truth is, however, that the 
genuine American party Demo- 
crats, as distinguished from those 
who have European inclinations, 
are becoming embarrassed by the 
newer implications of democracy. 
They do not like this thing but 
not all of them are ready, 
just yet, to abandon their party 
to the European Democrats whose 
ideology Mrs. Roosevelt constant- 
ly preaches. 

And it is disturbing to them to 
realize that the ‘Communists, 
whose Political Action Commit- 
tee outweighed and outscored 
their own Democratic national 
committee in the campaign, are 
correct when they say u- 
nism is democracy. They are cor- 
rect because Communism is the 
inevitable result of this new de- 
mocracy of the Democratic party. 

As to the democracy of the in- 
come tax, it may be remembered 
that Mrs. Roosevelt once pro- 
posed and almost put over an 
amendment which would have 
limited individual incomes to $25,- 
000 a year through confiscatory 
schedules on income above that 
figure. 

That was absolutely contrary to 
the original intent of congress, 
that the plain understanding was 
that this tax was enacted for the 
purpose of raising revenue and 
no to limit anybody’s earnings. 
Had there been an attempt then 
to limit income it would have 
been defeated but, had it passed 
the supreme coyrt of those days 
certainly would have nullified it 
on constitutional grounds. 

Nevertheless, Mrs. Roosevelt 
tossed off her suggestion, which 
later was traced to an old plat- 
form of the Communist party, 
and, when congress flatly turned 
her down, her husband tried to 
jam it through by fiat. He, too, 
was rebuked but it will seem that 
this limitation is their idea of de- 
mocracy and something new in 
American taxation. 

I have pointed out some pecu- 
liarities of the income tax which 
are hostile to the integrity of. the 
family as a unit and markedly 
partial to “society” and “the com- 
munity.” 

In this connection it begins to 
dawn that this version of democ- 
racy is unfriendly to the religious 
teachings of those of us who are 
religious at all because all of us 
who have such feelings put family 
first. 

Russia and Germany. put the 
state ahead and this is the spirit 
of these discriminations against 
the family in the income tax. 

That, too, would be good de- 
mocracy according to the new 
version whose extreme advocates 
have recently gone so far as to 
propose that not only young men 

ut girls should be drafted for a 
year of “national service” not 
alone for the value of the service 
itself but for advancement of de- 
mocracy among us through com- 
pulsory association of “all the dif- 
ferent groups” as Mrs. Roosevelt 
put it. . 

Why would the advocates of 
democracy want to discredit the 
family? I think their reasons are 
suggested by” their conduct and 
preaching. They are very ma 
terialistic and, although’ one hears 
much talk of “humanity” from 
them there is seldom any men- 
tion of God. 

They would not think of calling 
this war a fight for Christian 
principles, although these would 
constitute an excellent formula 
for the peace and well-being of 
mankind. Our friends, the Rus- 
sians, would think it strange but 
we can get together on democracy 
because democracy eventually de- 
vours itself and can tolerate even 
slavery. 

It has been said that the Rus- 
sians have edged over toward the 
right in the last few years, which 
may be true or false, but there is 
no doubt that we, on our part, 
have moved far to the left seeking 
a common ground with them. 

So far, under the democratic 
concept, we have established in 


man’s obligation to his own fami- 
ly is inferior to his obligation to 
society. Before he may provide 
for his own dependents he must 
contribute to the support of others 
and he may even give to a Com- 
munist school as deductible con- 
tribution much more than he may 
give to his own wife, free of the 
gift tax, in the same year, even 
though the wife, by her work, 
self-denial and inspiration may 
have had a great share in the 
earning of the money. 

It is true that congress passed 
this law so it must be the will of 
the people. It is true also that 
this is a democracy. And, finally, 
it is true that we have here ac- 
cepted the proposition that the 
“society” has priority over the 
family.

Longer 
War Seen

PRINCETON, N. J.—Within re- 
cent weeks the American people 
have begun to adjust their think- 
ing and their plans to a much 
longer war in Europe than was 
expected after the fall of Paris. 

In September, shortly after the 
liberation of Paris, two-thirds of 
all voters polled thought the Ger- 
man war would terminate by the 
end of the year. But the latest 
survey, completed shortly before 
(yen, Eisenhower's present offen- 
sive began, finds the majority ex- 
pressing a belief that six months 
or more will be required to whip 
the Nazis. 


This change in estimate reflects 
the period when Allied troops, 
preparing for the present offen- 
sive, were making slow progress 
in their hammering against the 
gates of Germany. Now that the 
offensive is in progress the public 
may want to revise its estimates. 

It is believed in Washington 
that Germany may still be crushed 
by Christmas if the break-through 
}achieves immediate success, 

The public’s latest guesses con- 
trast with September as follows: 
Whereas 67 per cent thought in 
September that Germany would 
collapse by about January 1 or 
before, only 28 per cent now think 
the end will come that soon. 
Moreover, only 16 per cent thought 
in September that Germany would 
hold out for six months or more 
from that time. The latest survey 
finds 54 per cent belfving Ger- 
many will hold on for six months 
more or longer.

Of the 28 per cent who think 
the German war will continue for 
more than six months, 15 per cent 
gave one year as their. estimate. 

The revised attitude will prob- 
ably be accepted by the Treasury 
Department, for one, as something 
of.a blessing. The department has 
just opened the Sixth War Bond 
drive. Had the majority of Amer- 
icans continued to feel, as in Sep- 
tember, that the European war 
was practically over, their willing- 
ness to buy extra bonds might 


have diminished considerably.

The Texas U. Issue 


WASHINGTON.—Here is a final installment, 


for the present, 


on the University of Texas case 


° which has begun to attract national attention and 
is something that should concern everybody interested in academic 


and political freedom. 


Inquiry into its history shows that Dr. Henry F. Rainey, deposed 
president of the University of Texas, endured an ordeal of frustra- 
tion and repression from some members of the board of regents be 
fore the final blow-up when he was dismissed, three weeks ago, 


Limitations and attempted limi- 
tations upon Dr. Rainey’s own 
freedom of action as president, 
upon the freedom of teachers, 
upon research and even upon 
what the student should read are 
sprinkled through the _ record 
which Dr. Rainey courageously 
laid before the faculty, October 
12. His dismissal followed three 
weeks later. 

It is clear that Dr. Rainey was 
fighting, in the background, en- 
trenched interests which did not 
want too free discussion of ‘the 
rights of labor and of protective 
legislation for labor, of municipal 
ownership of public utilities, or to 
permit comprehensive research 
into the social sciences or con- 
temporary writing and thinking. 

These interests are powerful 
enemies and Dr. Rainey’s fight 
has national implications. 

A previous article discussed the 
firing of three economics profes- 
sors by the board of regents for 


‘a statement to the newspapers 


criticizing a mass meeting in 
Dallas, called to discuss wartime 
strikes and the 40-hour week. The 
professors said the meeting did 
not represent all viewpoints and 
was biased against labor. 

Their major crime seems to 
have been that they were “dis- 
courteous and disrespectful,” -ac- 
cording to statement by one mem- 
ber of the board, Orville Bulling- 
ton. Three other members con- 
curred in the statement, which 
constituted a reply to Dr. Rainey’s 
own comprehensive report, and an 
explanation of their votes to dis- 
miss him. 

“In this course the board did 
not restrain economic freedom,” 
Mr. Bullington said. “The dis- 
courteous and disrespectful con- 
duct of these instructors, in my 
judgment, went far beyond the 
bounds of propriety, as well as 
academic freedom.” 

All they did was issue the state- 
ment and refuse to apologize for 
it when asked to do so. They were 
not even permitted to talk at the 
meeting. 

The experiences of Dr. Rainey 
have a familiar ring: A change 
in the rule of tenure of professors 


which he held may make it diffi- 
cult to recruit able men for the 
faculty; an attempt to require 
every member of the faculty to 
sign an elaborate questionnaire, 
which failed; the attempt, which 
also failed, to fire another mem- 
ber of the faculty because of views 
he had expressed; denial of a 
number of research projects, in- 
cluding one for a study of the ef- 
fects of the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
on American literature. This, Dr. 
Rainey said, was rejected with 
some such statement as “Justice 
Frankfurter has already made 
martyrs of these two men and 
there is no reason to study the 
matter further.” 

Among other incidents, Dr. 
Rainey also recounted how some 
members of the board objected 
to a study by the bureau of mu- 
nicipal research which showed 
some advantages of municipally 
owned utilities and were dissuad- 
ed with difficulty from cutting off 
funds for this bureau. He told 
also of being excluded from a 
meeting of the board of regents, 
of the dismissal of the director of 
public relations, of cutting off 
travel expenses for professors to 
attend academic association meet- 
ings. 

Dr. Rainey showed considerable 
patience, particularly in the mat- 
ter of eliminating from a supple 
mentary sophomore English read- 
ing course John Dos Passos’ “U. 
S. A.” when some regents and 
others objected to this novel, a 
study of the post-World War I! 
period, the university administra- 
tion agreed to drop it. 

But the board insisted on trying 
to find out just which professor 
was responsible for including it, 
members saying they would fire 
him. The English committee in- 
sisted it was included by vommit- 
tee action. The board then drop- 
ped the book. 

Dr. Rainey concluded his report 
on this matter with: 

“It is worthy of note that this 
same book has been selected with- 
in recent weeks as one of the give 
great literary productions of this 
generation in American litera- 
ture.”

Potential Diabetic 

My mother’s sister has diabetes 
and her father had it. Does that 
make me more liabel to get it or 
is there anything I can do to pre- 
vent it from developing? 

G. F. E.) 

Answer—Yes. Diabetes is hered- 
itary, not directly but the poten- 
tially or tendency is inherited, 
more often from a grandparent, 
the parent carrying the tendency 
in recessive form but perhaps not 
having diabetes himself or herself.

TURKEY BONE SOUP 

Crack large bones, place in a 
kettle, add skin and meat scraps, 
several stalks of celery (the out- 
er stalks not suitable for table 
service are fine for this), 1 carrot, 
1 onion, 6 peppercorns, small piece 
of bayleaf and 4 cloves. Cover 
with cold water and simmer gent- 
ly about 2 hours. Cool slightly 
and strain, returning small bits of 
meat to the stock. Then chill 
thoroughly so that fat may be re- 
moved as a hardened layer from 
the top. For each quart of stock 
melt tablespoons margarine in 
skillet, add 2 tablespoons flour and 
cook, stirring about 1 minute. Stir 
into soup stock and cook 10 fmin- 
utes. (For a thicker soup mar- 
garine and flour may be in- 
creased.) Season soup well and 
serve hot with an egg garnish. 
Chop hard-cooked egg into soup 
and garnish each serving with one 
whole slice.

1 cup sliced cooked or canned 
mushrooms.

1-2 cup milk or stock. 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Cut in fat until mixture has con- 
sistency of coarse corn meal. Add 
enough milk to make soft dough. 
Turn out on lightly floured board 
and roll up like a jelly roll. Form 
into a ring and place on a bak- 
ing sheet. Cut diagonal slashes 
almost to center of the ring, turn 
each cut section on its side so that 
meat mixture shows. Bake in 
moderate oven, 375 degrees, 30 
minutes. Serve with a (cream 
sauce in which there is chopped 
pimento, or with any left-over, re- 
heated gravy.

No D-Day ‘Comedians,’ 
Says Decatur Chaplain 


Being “padre” on a Navy assault transport means more than 


praying and preaching sermons. 


After you've held services for the 


men who are going to hit the beaches at H-hour, you hang around 


and wait for the 


casualties to come in. 


Then your job may be 


anything from repeating the Rosary with a wounded soldier’ to 


giving him blood plasma. 
Chaplain (Lt.) John W. Melton, 


of 124 Kings Highway, Decatur, 
has served as a medical assistant 
in two invasions—Normandy and 
southern France. Back in the 
States for a short leave, he re- 
called his experiences yesterday 
as he prepared to sit down to a 


real old-fashioned Thanksgiving 
dinner at home. 

“Before the Normandy invasion, 
we spent five months training 
troops on dry runs in Scotland and 
England,” Melton related. “Then 
when the time came, every man 
knew just what he was supposed 
to do—and he did it, even though 
some died in the attempt. : 


NONE COMPLAINED 


“T have yet to hear a soldier 
complain or show fear,” he said, 
“and nearly all of them are just 
kids. Their stamina and courage 
are almost incredible. Before they 
go ashore on D-Day, they are like 
a piece of steel. There isn’t a 
sound over the whole ship, ex- 
sept for the groan of the winches, 
lowering landing craft into the 
water. 

“Some of the boys will say ‘See 
you later, Padre’,” Melton said. 
“The rest of them don’t say any- 
thing. You don’t find any come- 
dians among invasion troops. It’s 
a terribly serious business. They 
know it, and they’re set for it.” | 

Melton served in the two in- 
vasions of France on an assault’ 
transport which carried 42 land- 
ing boats. After unloading its 
troops six miles from the Norman- 
dy beachhead, the ship was imme: 
diately converted into a hospital 
ship. 

STREAM OF WOUNDS 


“We were supposed to pull out 
at noon,” Melton said, “but the 
LCVP’s (landing craft, vehicles, 
personnel) kept coming with 
wounded men they had picked up 
on the beach and in the water, 
and we finally left the beachhead 
at 6 p. m. 

“We used our sick bay for 
wounded sailors and for the $ 
wounded Army personnel we con- | 
verted the staterooms and the of: | 
ficers’ ward room,” the officer re-| 
lated. “So many casualties came | 
in at Normandy that we had the) 
decks packed with them. There) 
were stretchers in all the passage- 
ways, and we had to convert the 
ward room into an operating room. | 

“It was put to work giving | 
plasma,” Melton continued. | 
“Plasma is undoubtedly the great- | 
est thing in this war. Although a 
man may be blue all over from 
shock and loss of blood, you can 
see him coming back to life when 
you put plasma in his veins.”
